Annnual Session of the Virginia 
Legislature ~The Governor’s Mese 


sage. 

RicHMoOND, Va., ist.—The 
Legislature met in annual session to~ 
dav. The Governor’s message Was 
read. It is a voluminous document, 
covering nearly forty printed pages. 
He gives the gross receipts of the 
Treasury for the fiscal year, ending 
Sept. 30th, 1875, at $2,647,790; dis- 
bursements $2,811,894; balance on 
hand, $29,292; paid on interest on 
State debt during the year, one mil- 
lion four hundred seventeen thous- 
and three hundred forty-five dollars; 
annual aggregate of interest on State 
debt and other accounts, is two mil- 
lion thirty-five thousand and thirty- 
aix dollars, showing a deficit of over 
six hundred thousand dollars to be 
provided for without the last fiscal 
year. A larger portion of receipts ac- 
cruing from the revenue was applied 
to the payment of interest than ip 
any previous year. The Governor 
submits numerous recommend- 
ations looking to the increase of 
the revenue and to retrenchment 
and reform. He recommends 
a proper tax upon liquors and oysters 
and the taxation of church property 
when it exceeds the value of $2,000. 
He thinks that criminal charges 
might safely be removed from the 
general treasury, and the counties be 
compelled each, to pay its own share 
ofthem. He recommends equaliza- 
tion of tax on personal property. In 
relation to the payment of the public 
debt, he reiterates the language u 
in his inaugural, in which he says 
obligations to public creditors, bind- 
ing the honor and good faith of the 
commonwealth should be fulfilled to 
the utmost of her ability in any event 
and under all circumstances. No 
other calamity could inflict greater 
detrimeut, either moral or pecuniary, 
upon the whole body of the people 
than a deliberate breach of public 
honor. He declares that Virginia 
cannot possibly ever pay that portion 
of the public debt which has been 
assigned to Western Virginia. 
Governor Kemper censures his 
predecessor, ex-Governor Walker, for 
making too flattering an exhibit of 
the State’s resources. He recom- 
mends the reeapitalization of the 


State debt by substituting for bonds 


now out, otbers bearing four per 
cent gold interest with provision 
for certain and prompt payment. 
The Governor recommends a consti- 
tutional amendment to do away 
with the secret ballot, and return to 
a viva voce system. He also recoms 
mends amendments to exempt from 
taxation fora time the property of 
immigrants and capital invested in 
manufacturing. The Governor 
makes some appropriate remarks and 
comments sharply upon the singular 
ideasto which some ot the English 

eople seem to have in regard tothe 
‘oley statue of Stonewall Jackson, 
and the circumstances nder Which 
it was presented to Virginia. The 
Governor in referring to the Centen- 
nial, states with great power, 
the only objection that can be 
made to Virginia's participation in 
that grand affair, but combats these 
powerful considerations with effect- 
iveness. He concluded: Let not Vir- 
ginia stand aloof from this gathering 
of her sister States on che spot which 
gave birth to free government, and 
where her illustrious sons a hundred 
years ago took so granda partin 
rearing the pillars of American Li- 
berty. Let herstand there band in 
hand with her sister States, around 
the hallowed spot, and meeting with
